AT WASHINGTON. 


Mr. ‘Sherman Opposes - the 
. Free Coinage of ' Silver. 


He Thinks That the Present Compro- 
mise Goes Far Enough, 


And Objects to Paying an Increased 
Price for the White Metal. 


The Bering Sea Litigation-—A Ju- 
dicial Decision Will Not Affect 
the Case—A White House 
Fire Alarm, 


By Telegraph to The Times 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. oe By the As- 
sociated Press.} Senate.—Mr. Morgan 
on bebalf of Mr. Colquitt gave notice 
of an amendment to the Financial Bill 
abolishing the tax on State banks. 
The Senate then resumed considera- 
tion of the’Financial Bill, and was ad- 
dressed by Mr. Sherman. The Stew- 
art amendment, he said, was a radical 
proposition which changed the whole 
character of the bill. It was a propo- 
sition that the United States should 


pay $1.29 for every ounce of 
silver ullion that might be 
offered from any part of the 
world. Not only this, but it. gave 


no option as to the mode of pay- 
ment; the option was in the hands of 
the owner. This proposed’ measure 
gave preference to silver over gold. 
Not only this. but it was not open to 
further amendment. ‘Today the value 
of siiver in the markets of the world 
was something like $1.05 an ounce. 
Here was an offer to pay 24 cents an 
ounce more than the market price. 

Mr. Sherman also criticised the 
proposition that silver was to be formed 
into cvin or bars at the option of the 
charge.”’ He said 
that, all sincerity, if he believed 
that the free coinage of silver would 
enable us to maintain the value of sii- 
ver bullion up to that of gold, he 
would vote for the free coinage today. 
But if it were admitted that silver 
could not reach guld, except by the 
Government paying a bounty to the 
producers of domestic silver, be -did 
not think there was any danger of the 
measure passing.

SAN Francisco, Jan. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.) The Chronicle’s 
Spokane Fails special says: Word has 
reached here that the Indians have 
burned the villaze of Calispen, about 
one bundred miles north of here, and 
killed several people. The viilage is 
in an isolated valley a long ways from 
a telegraphic station. The report is 
not gererally credited, although the 
Indians in that vicinity are known to 
be a bad set, 

The Chronicle’s Tacoma special says 
advices received from Cuoulee City, in 
the big bend of the Columbia R ver, 
state that the situation is becoming 
more critical hourly, and that blood- 
shed is expected before the troops on-. 
the way from Spokane Fails cao 
arrive. The Indians causing trouble 
are the Okanogen and Spvkane 
tribes on the Colville Reservation on 
the Columbia River. The people of 
Ruby City and Conconnully bave made 
a despairing appeai for aid, and expect 
to be attacked any minute in over 
whelming nuinbers. Several white 
men have algeady been killed, Gov. 
Laughton has received another appeal 
for more troops. He had already for- 
warded arms and ammunition to the 
settiers.

MEETING OF THE CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE YESTERDAY. 


Preliminary Steps Taken for the 
Organization of an Association 
for the Improvement

About twenty gentlemen met in the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day afternoon at 3 o’clock, in answer to a 
call sent out by a number of well-known 
citizens several days ago inviting them to 
be present for the purpose of organizing a 
society tobe known as the Los Angeles 
County Highway and Forestry Association. 
The call was signed by E. P. Johnson, E. 
A. Forrester, George R. Shatto, E, F. 
Spence, H. Sinsabaugh, D. W. Field, O. W. 
Baldwin, E. W. Jones, Dr. John L. Davis, 
Cornelius Cole, George H. Bonebrake, Dr. 
M, Hagan, G. J. Denis, Charlies J. Ellis, 
Charies Cassat D.vis, J. M. Guinn, C. M. 
Wells, T. J. Carran and W. H. Workman. 
Most of the gentlemen were on hand, be- 
side several others who are interested in 
the subject. 

Senator Cole was chosen chairman and 
called the meeting to order. 

M, 3. Welis, in stating the object of the 
meeting, said that something should be 
uone in Southern Califurnia in the way of 
assisting paturein building up forests and 
beautiful drives. There is room in this sec- 
tion fur beautiful avenues anddrives. Such 
a course on the part of those who have an 
interest in Los Angeles and surroundings, 
will dd. greatly to the popularity of this

PUMONA COUNTY. 


The Bill Introduced to -Cre- 
ate It. 


BOUNDARIES OF THE .COUNTY 


How the Conspirators Propose. to 
Organize, Choose Officers, 
County Seat and Settle 
with Los Angeles. 


Following is Assembly Bill No. 72, 
introduced January 7 by Mr. Smith of 
Orange, and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Counties and County Bounda- 
ries, It is entitied “An act to form 
Pomona county, classify it, define its 
boundaries, provide for its organiza- 
tion and the appointment and election 
of officers, the location of county seat 
by electioa and the adjustment and 
tulfilment of certain rights and obliga- 
tions arising between such new county 
and certain other counties.”’ 

Section 1. There shall pe formed out 
of the southeast part of Los Angeles 
county and the southweat part of San 
Bernardino county, n new county, to 
be known as the county of Pomona, 
which shall rank as a county of the 
class until otherwise classi- 

ed. 

Sec. 2. The boundaries of Pomona 
county shall be as follows: Beginning 
aca poiut on the Orange county line 
atthe southwest corner of township 
two south, range ten west, San Bernar- 
dino base and meridian; theuce ruo- 
ning north on the township line be- 
tween ranges ten and eleven weat to 
the northwest corner’of township three 
north, range ten west, San Bernardino 
base and meridian; thence running 
east on the township line between 
townships three and four north to the 
northeast corner of township three 
north, range seven west, San Bernar- 
dino base and meridian; thence run- 
ning south on the township line be- 
tween ranges six and seven west to the 
northerly boundary ling of the Rancho 
Jurupa; thence sou terly along 
suid boundary line to the boun- 
dary line of the Rancho del 
Chino; thence southerly and west- 
erly «long the boundary line of the 
Rancho del Chino to the township line 
between ranges seven and eight west, 
San Bernardino base and meridian; 
thence south along said township line 
to the middle of the present channel 
of the Sauta Ana River; thence run- 
ning southwesterly along the muddle 
of the present main channel of said 
Santa Ana River to the Orange county 
line; thence running northwesterly 
along said Orange county line to the 
township line between townships two 
and three south, range nine west, San 
Bernardino base and meridian; thence 
running west aleng said towuship line 
to the point of beginning. | 

; The cqunty seat of the 
county of Pomona shall be located as 
bereivafter provided. 

Sec. 4. The Governor shall, within 
ten days after this act takes effect, ap- 
point five persons, residents and elect- 
ors of the county of Pomona, who shall 
be and constitute a Board of Commis- 
sioners, to perfect the organization of 


‘the county of Pomona,a majority of 


whom shall constitute aquorum. Said 
commissioners shall meet in the city 
of Pomona, within twenty days after 
receiving notice of their 
and, after being duly sworn ‘to’ futth-' 
fully perform their duties as prescribed 
in this act, shall organize by electing 
from their number a _ president 
aud secretary. Suid commissioners 
shall immediately after their organi- 
zation divide said new county into a 
convenient number of judicial town- 
ships, roud and school districts, detine 
their boundaries, and designate the 
name ofeach. They shall aiso divide 
said county into five supervisor dis- 
tricts, tocontain, as nearly as practic- 
ticable, an equal number of inhabi- 
tants, and shall number said districts. 
They shali also establish election pre- 
cincts in said couuty. They shall give 
tnirty days’ notice, by publicution in 
at least five newspapers published in 
the county of Pomona, of the precincts 
and supervisor districts established, 
and shall therein designate the name 
or number and boundaries of each pre- 
cinct and of each Supervisor District. 
Said commissioners, gheir president 
aud seeretary, are- hereby authorized 
and required to perform the same 
duties as are now required by law of 
Boards of Supervisors and county 
clerks in the counties of this State, so 
far as the same apply to the holding of 
elections, canvassing returns, and is- 
suing certificates of election, on the 
first election hereunder. They shall 
keep a full record of all their proceed- 
ings thereon, transmit to the Secretary 
of State a certitied copy thereof, file the 
original with the original election re- 
turus in the County Cierk’s office as 
soon as he shall have been qualified, 
and thereupon the powers and duties 
of suid commissioners shall cease. 

Sec. 5. Within two months from 
the time of the first meeting of the 
commissioners heretofore provided for, 
said com nissioners shail order an 
election to be held in said county of 
Pomona, which shall be beld in the 
manner, so far as practicable, re- 
quired by the Political Code, sections 
1041 to 1297, inclusive; provided, that 
said Board of Commissioners shall con- 
tinue to bold their meetings in the city 
of Pomona until they have completed 
the canvass of the returns of the elec“ 
tions, and issued the certificates of 
election as required by thi« act. There 
shall be chosen at said election, by the 
qualified electors of said county, one 
District Attorney, one County Clerk, 
who shall be ex-officio Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court and Clerk of the Board of 
Supervisors, one Recorder, one Audi- 
tor, one Sheriff, one Assessor, one 
Tax Collector, one County Suverin- 
tendent of Public Schools, one County 
Survevor, one County Coroner, and 
one Public Administrator. There shall 
be chosen at such election one Super- 
visor for @ach supervisor district in 
said county; provided, thaf ail duly- 
elected and qualified supervisors of the 
counties of Los Angeles and San Ber- 
nardino,. who, at the taking effect of 
this act,” are residents of Pomona 
county, shalt hold their offices for the 
fuli term for which they were elected, 
upon baving duly qualified as super- 
visors of Pomona county for the re- 
spective districts in which they reside, 
as said districts are organized by the 
action ot the Bvard of Com- 
missioners provided for in this act. 
There shall be chosen at said election 
two justices of the peace and. two con- 
stubies foreach of said township; pro- 
vided, that all, justices of the peace 
and constables, acting as such at the 
passage of this act, residents of Po- 
mona county, shall hold their offices 
for the full term for which they were 
elected or appointed, upon = having 
qualified as justices of the peace or 
constabies ot Pomona county for the 
respective townships in which they 
severally reside, as said townships are 
organized by the action of the Board 
of Commissioners provided for in this 
act. There shall be chosen at said 
election three school trustees for each 
school district, except in incorporated 
cities having boards of education; 
provided, that all school trustees and 


members of boards of education, act- 
ing 4s such at the time of the passage 
of this act, residents of Pumona 
county, shall bold their offices for the 
time for which they were elected, ipon 
having duly qualified as school trus- 
tees uud members of boards of educa- 
tion in Pomona county for the respec- 
tive districts in which they severally 
reside, as said districts are organized 
by the action of the Board of Commis- 


} Sioners provided for in this act. Tuere 


Shall also be chosen at said election 
one load Overseer for each road dis- 
trict, provided, that ali road over- 
seers, acting as such at the passage of 
this act, residents of Pomona county, 
shall bold their offices for the time for 
which they were elected or appointed, 
upon having duly qualified as road 
overseers in Pomona county for the 
respective road districts in which they 
severally residé, as said districts are or- 
ganized by the action of the Board of 
Commissioners provided for in this 
act. All the officers elected at said 
election, or who qualify or are ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this 
act, shall enter, immediately after their 
qualification, upon the discharge of 
the duties of their respective offices; 
and all the officers elected at said elec- 
tion, or appointed under this act, shall 
hold such offices until the time provided 
by general law for theelection and qual- 
ification of such officers of this State, 
and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. At said election shall 
also be submitted to the qualified 
electors the question of the location of 
the county seat of said Pomona Coun- 
ty, and the place in said county re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes as 
county seat shall be declared by the 
commissioners to be, and the same 
shail be, the county seat of said county. 

Sec. 6. Within thirty days after the 
passage of this act, the Governor snall 
appomt one Judge of the Superior 
Court inand for Pomona County, who 
shall hold office until the first Monday 
afterthe first day of January, A. D. 
1893, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 

bec. 7. All qualified electors of this 

State, who have been residents and 
electors of said Pomona County for 
ninety days preceding said election, 
provided for in section five of this act, 
shall be qualified to vote at said elec- 
tion. The respective great registers 
of the counties of Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino, which were used at 
the general election heid in the 
year 1890, in the*territory of the 
newly formed county of Pomona, shall 
be prima facie evideuce of the qualifi- 
cation of electors. The respective 
county clerks of the counties of Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino are 
hereby directed to furnish the com- 
missioners of Pomona county as many 
certificates, under seal, as there are 
election precincts in said Pomona 
county established by said commis- 
sioners as aforesaid, showing the addi- 
tional names of voters on the respective 
great registers of the counties of Lus 
Augeles and San Bernardino regis- 
tered in said counties since the 
great registers of said counties 
were printed, and the certificates 
of the respective county clerks of 
the counties of Los Anyeles and Suan 
Bernardino, under seal, showing the 
registration in either of said counties 
of any qualified voter, who has resided 
in the territory embraced in the county 
of Pomona ninety days next preceding 
the said election, shall entitle such 
voter, if otherwise qualified by law, to 
vote at said election. 
-» Sec. 8. Itshall be the duty of the 
Beard of .Supervisors of Pomona 
county, whose election is by this act 
provided for, to meet at the county 
seat of Pomuna county on the first 
Monday of the month subsequent to 
their election and qualification, and or- 
ganize by the election of one of their 
number as chairman. Said board 
shall then allow such remuneration to 
the commissioners and oflicers acting 
for said Board of Commissioners as it 
may think just and proper; said board 
shail then appoint two freeholders, 
residents of Pomonacounty, to act asa 
Boardof Commissioners, whose duty 
it sball be to meet at the city of Los 
Angeles, Cal., within sixty days from 
the time of their appvintment, a like 
number of commissioners, who shall be 
appointed by the Board of Supervisors 
of Los Angeles county.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} Senator Frye’s Com- 
mittee on Pacific Railroads was called 
together today in order to boar further 
arguments upon the bill already re- 
ported from the committee to secure 
the repayment of the Government in- 
debteduess of the Union and Central 
Pacific Railroad companies.

Wilson concluded with the 
statement that the compauy would ac- 
cept a proposition to reiund its debt at 
24 per cent. interest, payment to be 
based upon a term of 100 years, instead 
of 3 per cent and 50 years, as proposed 
in the bill.

Pine River Agency, Jan. 13.—

them. This fact, coupled with the 
pains which Capt. Pierce, the new 
agent, is taking toshow the Indians 
that everything they are entitied to 
under the treaty will. be issued to 
them, will undoubtedly have a bene- 
ficial effect, although until the trouble 
is really over, there is ever present the 
fear that injudicious action on the part 
of some one may precipitate bloodshed. 
A HOSTILE BREAKAWAY. 

A member of G Company, Second 
Infantry, who came in today with a 
detachment of the Seventh Infantry, 
under Maj. Egbert, reports that 600 
bucks broke away from the hostile 
camp last night und have been followed 
by Col. Sanford and Col. Henry. At 
headquarters no such report has beea 
received, and Asst. Adjt.-Gen. Corbin 
says thatthe rumor was occasioned by 
the fact that the commands mentioned 
bad left in the direction of Wounded 
Knee on a scout. 

THE SCOUTING SERVICE. 

This evening there is no change in 
the situation. The hostiles are still in 
camp and the chiefs may come in to- 
morrow. ‘here is now under discus- 
sion the advisability of enlisting scouts 
for service on the reservation. The 
agency is now guarded by aforce of 
ninety-nine Indian policemen, sixty of 
whom were enlisted for two months 
at the time the trouble broke out. 
To the thirty-nine policemen an offer 
was made, giving them the option of 
entering the scouting service or re- 
‘ maining in the policeforce. In the 
former their pay is $13 per month, with 
-an allowancefor horses, bringing the 
total to $25 per month. This party 
of scouts will be distinct from the 
scouts now under command of Lieut. 
Taylor of the Ninth Cavairy, and who 
have enlisted since the operiing of the 
campaign. .Taylor will endeavor to 
take bis command with him to Fort 
Robinson at the close of the difficulty 
and render them a beuu ideal troop of 
the irregular cavalry. ‘The Indian

WANT TO KEEP THEIR GUNS. 

Red Eagle, sou of American Horse, 
visited the hostile camp this afternoon, 
and on bis return this evening said 
that the Brules want to stay at this 
agency and want to keep their guns.

THE RED MAN’S APPROACH. 


Incidents at Pine Ridge When the 
Hostiles Came In. 

Sr. Lovrs Jan. 13.—A Post-Dis- 
patch staff corres ondent at J’ine 
Ridge Agency this morning telogruphs 
his paper as follows: The Indians are 
in camp within full view of the north | 
fortifications. The right of their col- 
umn rests there and the line extends 
northeasterly, running up the gulch 
behind the bluffs. Behind them isa 
natural amphitheater, a rugged, bro- 
ken slope 200 feet to the crest. It is 
just a mile from theagency,; and White 
Clay Creek ruos beside it. Gn the 
plains are tepees by hundreds, pitched 
irregularly, huddled toyether in groups 
here and scattered widely apart there. 
Moving about among the tepees the 
field glass shows bucks and squaws, 
with their children and dogs. Sucha 
spectacle imprints itself on the mind 
with startling clearness, for it is huge 
in its grandeur, strikingly unique and 
wonderfu!, 

A GENTLE REMINDER. 

Just between the piain and agency, 
perched on the hill behind the earth- 
works, is a three-inch rifle- which is 


traincd on the camp. For a while yes- | 


terday everybody at Pine Ridge waited 
anxiously, teeling every moment that 
‘the roar of that gun might be beard, 
and every one was expectant. Gen. 
Miles bad notified Fatber Jute that he 
would not consent to a council. Capt. 
Dougherty, commanding the infantry 
company at the fortifications, had 


camp. They have dug rifle pits and 
say that if even a solitary warrier 
comes among them and causes any 
trouble, they will arrest him, and if he 
resists they will kill him. Still this 
does not give a feeling of security. 

The ground upon which they camp is 
between the agency and the hostiles, 
and in the retreat, if a fight takes 
place, no one will know a friendly 
from a hostile, and the fight may be- 
come simply a battle between ail the 
Indians aud the whites. If the hos- 
tiles could be sure of dragging in the 
2500 friendlies they would be sure to 
fight. The tenchiefs did not come in 
yesterday, and they are expected to- 
morrow, but there are fears that it will 
be a day or two before they can be in- 
duced to come to the agency. 

HOT-HEADED YOUNG MEN. 

Frank Giraud, chief Indian scout, 
says that the young men and old are 
excited, though they are all half afraid. 
cannot tell,’’ said he, “what they 
will do; but i hear that there are 
several hundred young men who want 
to fight. They have their war paint 
on,and they are ready for a fight if 
one occurs.’’ 

The friendly camp is now an unsafe 
aa because the hostiles are riding 
n there constantly. Itis difficult to 
get even couriers to go through it late 
in the evening. Gen. Brooke is com- 
ing slowly toward the agency. He is 
encumbered with a number of 
which makes his progress 
slow. 


A SUCCESSFUL CAMPAIGN. 


Gen. Miles Believes the Worst of the 
Trouble to Be Over. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Gen.’ Schofield this 
morning received the following tele- 
gram from Gen. Miles at Pine Ridge 
dated last night: 
Gen. Brooke’s command is now camped 
five miles distant on White Clay creek and 
the entire body of the Indians is between 
the two commands, Gen. Brooke com- 
manded his force with considerable skill 
and excellent judgment. The, greatest 
difficuity is how to restore confidefice. The 


Indians have great fear that. their 
arms will be taken away, and 
then that all wili be treated like 


those on Wounded Knee. They have a 
large number of wounded women and cbil- 
dren, which creates feeling among the 
families and a desperate disposition among 
them. The military measures and move- 
ments have been successful, and the gov- 
ernment of the Indians now becomes the 
problem, yet no serious embarrassment is 
apprehended at present. 


‘THE STATE VINEYARDS, 


Enough Vines Planted to Supply the 
Nation. With Ralsins. 

SAN Jan. 13.—[By the 
Associated Pres&] The Viticultural 
Commissioner for the San Joaquin dis- 
trict,in his annual report, says that the 
raisin business is the chief interest of 
the grape-zgrowers of the San Joaquin 
Valley. ‘There are 2300 vipeyard 
proprietors in the valley, and 56,430 
acres planted in raisin grapes, 20,0U0 
of which are in bearing, but not balf 
of these in full bearing. Twenty 
thousand acres are also planted in the 
) State outside of the valley. When all 
these vineyards are in full bearing 
they will produce 760,000 boxes 
of raisins annually. The total 
consumption of raisins in the United 
States 1s 375,000 boxes annually, and in 
view ofthese facts the Commissioner 
advises the viticulturist to study the 
future of the industry cerefully before 
aye y any more raisin vineyards, 

e also discourages the planting at 
present of more wine vineyards, 


THAYER STICKS.

THE NEW ARMORY QUARTERS 


Second Floor of the Morgan Block 
Rented — Schools Inspected 
by the Health Officer— 
Otner Locals. 


The other companies of the Seventh 
Regiment, N. G. C.,; will have to rustle 
to keep even with the pace Company B 
is setting. A little more than a year 
ago this company was organized, lt 
has grown with surprising rapidity and 


- its short history has been distinguished 


by aspirit of commendable progressive- 
ness on the part of the members. 

At the last business meeting held 
Monday night it was decided to move 
from the Wooster Block, where the 
armory is at present located, to 
the Morgan block—postoffice "one 

company proposes to rent the fine front 
rooms on the second floor of this build- 
ing, and the large hall in the rear. 


Two of the rooms will be fitted up as| 


company parlors, two will be for the 
use of the company, and one for the 
officers. The hall is 28x78 feet, and 
will be thoroughly equipped as an 
armory, for which use .it is especially 
well adapted. 

The rooms will be handsomely fitted 
up, it being voted to expend a consid- 
erable sum in this direction. The fol- 
lowing ‘committee was appointed to 
have the new quarters in readiness for 
ancy by February 2: Lieuts.

Between Bangham, Buchanan and Bas- 
sett, and Private Smith. 


SCHOOL VENTILATION. 
Health Officer Sherk Inspects the 
Bulidings. 

During the past two days Health 
Officer H. H. Sherk bas inspected the 
public-school buildings of town to 
learn whether or not the ventilation 


_ and sanitary conditions are ail right. 


Through the courtesy of Dr. Sherk, 
Tue Times reporter was taken the 
rounds to better post himself on the 
result of the investigation. 

Five schools were visited—the Wil- 
son Grammar, the Wilson Primary, 
Washington, Garfield and the Grant. 
The ventilation was found to be best 
in the Washington and _ (iarfield 
schools, probably best of all in 
the latter. These buildings, like 
the Wilson Grammar, are supplied 
with cold air veutilators, one small 
ventilator to a roow. When, the fur- 
naces are in operation the ventilators 
are ofsome good, thé warm air creat- 
ing a draught. -But in no room at any 
time does the ventilator alone furnish 


a sufficient quantity of fresh air. Re- 
course is necessarily h tothe win- 
dows as allthe teacherS agree. This, 


however, does not necessitate a 
draught, and most of the rooms can be 
properly ventilated in this manner 
without danger to the scholars. One 
or two of the rooms in the Wilson 
Grammar building were found close, 
and uncomforiabiy warm. In the 
Wilson Primary there are no ven- 
tilators and fresh air must be brought 
in through the doors and windows. It 
is more difficult to ventilate the rooms 
in this building than in any of the 
others. 

None of the rooms were found too 
cold. All the buildings except the 
Grant are heated by furnaces. The 
better ventilation of the Washington 
and Garfield schools is probably at- 
tributed to their commanding eleva- 
tions. The closets of -tbe Wilson 
schools aud the Garfield—drain—into 
cesspools. Their condition might be 
enlarging size 
of the standpipes through which 
the gas escapes.. At present they are 
too small and much of the gas seeks 
an outlet through the closets. The 
closets at the Washington School are 
in a badly dilapidated condition and 
the odor very noticeable, as it is also 
at the Grant school. 

Generally the schools are fairly well 


ventilated, but there is room for im- 


provement.
